1 . Claims 5 1 - 1 03 are presented for examination. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly amended and submitted claims 51-103 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Inventions original claims 1-50 and newly amended and submitted claims 51-103 are 
related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. In 
instant case, invention newly submitted claims 51-103 disclose a method of thwarting detection 
of secret binary number by performing a plurality of calculation and multiplicatively 
accumulating the results in subtotal and then perform dummy calculation to selected bit position, 
and the claims belong to class 713/174. However, the previous claims disclose using 
randomization schedule to hide secret information from outside observation, which belongs to 
class 380/168, which relates to communication system that uses pseudo-random sequence 
scrambling. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, Newly submitted claims 51-103 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
